Here ic a chance to compare 10 
y ears of license with 10 y ears of no 
license. 
Let us see what the figures 
are: 
From 1876 to 1886 the valuation 
of Cambridge dropped from $62,000,- 
000 in round numbers to $59,000,000. 
Tn the nex t 10 y ears it rose to $83,- 
000,000. 
Here is a loss of $3,000,000 
in the license decade, and a gain of 
$21,000,000 in the no-license 
decade. 
If this fact stood alone it would be 
very significant; but. it does not stand 
alone. In the 10 license y ears the av­ 
erage annual gain in population was 
1,182; in the 10 no-license y ears it has 
been 2,195. 
In the first decade there 
were 151 new houses built annually ; 
the average

Attorney W. B. Hill, counsel for the 
Barnes, preferred to have his clients 
tried separately, and thought the hus­ 
band the proper party to deal with 
first, and It was decided, leaving Mrs. 
Barnes out of the question for

time. 
Attorney Hill made a motion that 
the affidavit

grounds that it was indefinite. Motion 
Was overruled and the case was pro­ 
ceeded with. , 
Francis Barnes was the first wit 
ness for the prosecution and she said 
the Barnes were not her father and 
mother, and that she had been treated 
very badly at their hands. On last 
Thursday Barnes had 
whipped 
her 
with a strap, cuffed her ears and lock 
ed her in the bath room, afterwards 
letting her out and she rid off the 
table, but had no supper. 
Witness

Wear, which, she said, being asked the 
question, was all she had to wear ex 
copt her serge dress, which was too 
heavy for this kind of weather.

Mrs. Vincent here started in relat 
lug a conversation which she had held 
with the child, to which Attorney Hill 
objected and asked that the jury be 
Instructed to disregard such testimony, 
as it was not admissible. The objec 
tion was sustained. 
Witness said Barnes tapped on the 
window to attract attention of Frau­ 
ds, and that when she responded he 
grabbed her and whipped her with a 
strap and hit her on the head, almost 
knocking her down the stairs.

it from the bottom of the stairway.

Section I. Visitors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly de­ 
voted to the interment of the dead, and a strict observance of all that ll 
proper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit it 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
davs. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary la 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for any 
damage done by him or by the animals In his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one Is permitted to drive on any of th* 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers mast 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


6. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within tho en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any; 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, ang 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad* 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of loto os 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals.

IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Aet of tho 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arret* 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender Un 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sancity by noiey.

“The city of Cambridge, Mass., cel­ 
ebrated on May I its IO years freedom 
from the liquor traffic. * There 
were 
children’s festivals and public meet­ 
ings, and in all religious services held 
a prominent place. 
A writer in the 
New York Independent gives the fol­ 
lowing facts as to the results of the 
city’s policy: ’For IO years, 
up 
to 
1886, Cambridge was 
under 
license, 
half of the 
tipie under general law 
and half of the time under local op­ 
tion. Here ic a chance to compare IO 
years of license with IO years of no 
license. 
Let us see what the figures 
are: 
From 1876 to 1886 the valuation 
of Cambridge dropped from $62,000,- 
000 in round numbers to $59,000,000. 
to Hie next IO years it rose to $83,- 
000,000. 
Here is a loss of $3,000,000 
in the license decade, and a gain of 
$21,000,000 in the no-license 
decade. 
If this fact stood alone it would be 
very significant; but it does not stand 
alone. In the IO license years the av­ 
erage annual gain in population was 
1,182; in the IO no-license years it has 
been 2,195. 
In the first decade there 
were 151 new houses built annually; 
the average 
the second decade 
has 
been 332. 
The city gets annually in 
taxes on the increased valuation of 
the city under no-license three or four 
times as much as it would get from 
license fees, if it called 
the 
saloon 
back.’ 
“Here are further results as to sav­ 
ing bank deposits: 
‘During 
the 
IO 
years of license the Cambridge 
sav­ 
ings hank made a net gain of $155,333 
%ach year in deposits. 
During the IO 
no-license years the 
annual net gain 
has been $366,654. 
This gain, as an 
analysis of the returns 
shows, 
has 
been chiefly in small deposits of $50 
or less. 
In East Cambridge, the prin­ 
cipal manufacturing section of 
the 
city, the deposits last year were four 
times as large as in the last year of 
license.’ ”

Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild Of 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring anf 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad* 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery.

8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for Immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iota oat 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with* 
in the grounds except at military funerals.

IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of th# 


General Assembly of the State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender UN 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the for#* 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 18.— A special cab 
inet meeting was attended by President 
McKiiiley, Secretary 
Hay, Secretary 
Root, Secretary Long, Secretary Oage 
a nd Postmaster General Smith. 
Afterward, Secretary Root gave out 
the following formal statement of the 
action of the cabinet: 
“ The presideut has determined that 
the fa cts now known to us do not re- 
quire or justify calling an extra session 
of congre ss. Should future develop 
me nts indicate that he is unable to do 
wha t is required with the means now at 
his comma nd and the action of congress 
is ne ce ssa ry to furnish either me n or 
mone y or authority, he will not hesitate 
to ca ll it together.” 
The decision that a u extra session of 
congre ss wa s not demauded by existing 
conditions was the 
outcome of 
the 
, showing which both Secretary Root 
a nd Secretary Long were able to make 
a s to the force that can be thrown into 
Ohina without the authorization of ad­ 
ditiona l troops by congress, and also 
the decidedly more hopeful feeling en­ 
tertained by the president and the 
me mbe rs of his cabinet as to the safety 
of Ministe r Conger and other foreigners 
in Pekin, due to the cable of Miuister 
Wu reporting the safety of the m inis­ 
ters Ju ly 9, two days after their re­ 
porte d massacre. 
While this cable is not regarded as 
Conclusive , it is accepted in good faith 
for the pre se nt. But the administra­ 
tion, it ca n be definitely stated, has set 
in motion some machinery by which it 
is confide ntly predicted absolutely au­ 
the ntic ne ws as to the fate of our minis­ 
te r a nd the other foreigners at Pekin 
will be 
ascertained. 
Through what 
oha nne l the administration expects to 
re ce ive this all-important news is not 
known, but that definite statement of 
the situa tion iu Pekin is daily, if not 
hourly expected cau be stated with the 
utmost positiveuess. 
The advices re- 
ce lve n from Pekin probably will be the 
determining factor iu blazing the future 
course of this government. 
If Minister 
Oonge r has been murdered, au extra 
« ¡e ssion of congress seems inevitable. 
The message of Admiral Remey, not­ 
in« the successful fighting at Tien Tsin 
also made the situation more hopeful, 
but the message received by Wu was 
responsible for the really hopeful feel­ 
ing of the president. 
Secretary Root furnished to the cabi­ 
ne t a summary of the troops available 
not only in this country, but in Cuba,

W a s h i n g t o n , July 18.—The Chinese 
minister received a dispatch from the 
minister at London, authenticated by 
Sheng, the imperial inspector of posts 
and telegraphs at Shanghai and by two 
viceroys, declaring that the foreigners 
in Pekin were safe on July 9, and were 
receiving the urotoction of the govern­ 
ment. 
This is two days after the re­ 
ported massacre. 
Minister Wu has laid 
the message Indore Secretary Hay 
The text of the dispatch received by 
Miuister Wu is as follows: 
“ The utmost efforts have been made 
to protect foreign ministers who were 
well on the 13rn (Chinese calendar cor­ 
responding to <*ur July 9). 
If Tien 
Tsin city should be destroyed it would 
be difficult to restore the same in 100 
years. 
Request tiie ¡lowers to preserve 
it, as the consequences would affect 
Chinese and foreign commerce. 
Earl 
Li Hung Chang is transferred to North 
China as viceroy to China and viceroy 
to Chi Li. Please transmit this dispatcu 
to the ministers at other capitals.” 
This dispatch, which is dated July 10, 
was signed by Viceroys Liu Kuu Y i and 
Chang Uhih Tung, of Tanking, and Wu 
Chang respectively, and also by Sheng, 
director of posts and telegraphs at Shang­ 
hai. 
It was addressed to the Chiuese 
minister in London and by him trans­ 
mitted to Minister Wu under July 17 
date. 
In accordance with the request con 
taiiied in the cablegram, Miuister Wu 
asked Secretary Hay to agree with the 
other powers, to preserve Tien Tsin 
from destruction. 
So far as the United States is con­ 
cerned, there has been no purpose wan­ 
tonly to destroy this walled city,although 
the latest news from the scene of action 
indicates that the walls themselves have 
been battered down and a considerable 
portion of the city destroyed. 
Mr. Wu 
said afterward that he feared )he de­ 
struction of the city was little snort of 
complete. 
Tho minister expressed the most com­ 
plete confidence in tho accuracy of the 
message showing that the foreign min­ 
isters were well on the 9th inst. 
When 
a bystander expressed some doubt on 
this subject, Mr. Wu inquired with 
some warmth; 
“ Why is it that you belive the exag­ 
gerated reports from unknown sources, 
and yet you choose to doubt this report, 
signed by our highest officials and con­ 
taining inherent evidence of accuracy?” 
The minister went on to show tnafc 
this dispatch contained three distinct 
statements. 
One of them, the appoint­ 
ment of Li Hung Ohang as viceroy of

The question naturally arises, 
as it has many times in the past two 
weeks, if the Chinese government can 
communicate in this way with its repre 
seutatives abroad why can it not per­ 
mit the foreign ministers represented to 
be under its protection also to comniuni 
cate with their governments? 
Confirmation of the transfer of Li 
Huug Chang to the north came to the 
state department not ouly from Minister 
Wu but in a cablegram from Consul 
General Goodnow at Shanghai. 
It is 
stated that Li Huug Chang h a s started 
from Canton on his way to Pekin. 
If the viceroy can get into Pekiu, he 
also can carry messages to the foreign 
ministers if they ure still alive, aud the 
state department as well as the Euro­ 
pean prime ministers may seize the op­ 
portunity to make one more test of the 
truth of the latest reports respecting 
the safety of the legationers. 
L ondon , July 18. —William Pritchard- 
Morgan, member of parliament for Mer­ 
thyr Tydvil, July 17, received by cable 
positive assurance from a source upon 
which he relied that the British legation 
at Peking was still standing July 9.

W A b i n g t o n , July 18.—The Chinese 
minister received a dispatch from the 
minister at London, authenticated by 
Sheng, the imperial inspector of posts 
and telegraphs at Shanghai and by two 
viceroys, declaring that the foreigners 
in Pekin were safe on July 9, and were 
receiving the protection of the govern 
ment. 
This is two days after the re­ 
ported massacre. Minister Wa has laid 
the message before Secretary Hay. 
The text of the dispatch received by 
Minister Wa is as follows: 
“The utmost efforts have been made 
to protect foreign ministers who were 
well on the birn (Chinese calendar cor 
responding to cur July 8). If Tien 
Tsin city should be destroyed it would 
be difficult to restore the same in IOO 
years. 
Request tile powers to preserve 
it, as the consequences would affect 
Chinese and foreign commerce. 
Earl 
Li Hang Chang is transferred to North 
China us viceroy to China and viceroy 
to Chi Li. Please transmit this dispatch 
to tile ministers at other capitals.” 
This dispatch, which is dated July IO, 
was signed by Vicerovs Liu Run Yi aud 
Chang Chih Tang, of Tanking, and Wu 
Chang respectively, and also by Sheng, 
director of posts and telegraphs at Shang­ 
hai. It was addressed to the Chinese 
minister in London and by him trans­ 
mitted to Minister Wa under July 17 
date. 
In accordance with the request con 
tamed in the cablegram, Minister Wu 
asked Secretary Hay to agree with the 
other powers, to preserve Tien Tsin 
from destruction. 
So far as the United States is con­ 
cerned, there has been no purpose wan­ 
tonly to destroy this walled city .although 
the latest news from the scene of action 
indicates that the walls themselves have 
been battered down and a considerable 
portion of the city destroyed. Mr. Wu 
said afterward that he feared v,he de­ 
struction of the city was little snort of 
complete. 
The minister expressed the most com­ 
plete confidence in the accuracy of the 
message showing that the foreign min­ 
isters were well on the 9th inst. 
When 
a bystander expressed some doubt on 
this subject, Mr. Wa inquired with 
some warmth; 
“Why is it that you belive the exag­ 
gerated reports from unknown sources, 
and yet you choose to doubt this report, 
signed by our highest officials and con­ 
taining inherent evidenoe of accuracy?’' 
The minister went on to show that 
this dispatch contained three distinct 
statements.

The question naturally arises, 
as it has many rimes in the past two 
weeks, if the Chinese government can 
communicate in this way with its repre 
seutatives abroad why can it not per 
mit the foreign ministers represented to 
be under its protect iou also to communi­ 
cate with their governments? 
Confirmation of the transfer of Li 
Hung Chang to the north came to the 
state dei)artment not only from Minister 
Wubut in a cablegram from Consul

Afterward, Secretary Root gave out 
tile following formal statement of the 
action of the cabinet: 
"The president has determined that 
the facts now known to as do not re 
quire or justify calling an extra session 
it congress. Should future develop 
grants indicate that he is nnable to do 
what is required with the means now at 
his command and the action of congress 
hi necessary to furnish either men or 
money or authority, he will not hesitate 
. lo call it together." 
The decision that an extra session of 
congress was not demanded by existing 
conditions was the outcome of the 
.showing which both Secretary Root 
and Secretary Long were able to make 
a# to the force that can be thrown into 
China without the authorization of ad 
ditional troops by congress, and also 
the decidedly more hopeful feeling en 
tertained by the president and the 
members of his cabinet as to the safety 
of Minister Conger and other foreigners 
in Pekin, due to the cable of Minister 
Wn reporting the safety of the minis­ 
ters July 9, two days after their re­ 
ported massacre. 
While this cable is not regarded as 
Conclusive, it is accepted in good faith 
4for the present. 
But the administra- 
Moo, it eau be definitely stated, has set 
in motion some machinery by which it 
ria confidently predicted absolutely au­ 
thentic news as to the fate of our minis­ 
ter and the other foreigners at Pekin 
WRI be ascertained. 
Through what 
channel the administration expects to 
receive .this all-important news is not 
known, but that definite statement of 
the situation iii Pckiu is daily, if not 
hourly expected can be stated with the 
utmost positiveness. The advices re- 
oelven from Pekin probably will be the 
determining factor in blazing the future 
course of this government. If Minister 
danger has been murdered, an extra 
session of congress seems inevitable. 
The message of Admiral Remey, not­ 
ing the successful fighting at Tien Tsin 
pl art made the situation more hopeful, 
but the message received by Wu was 
responsible for the really hopeful feel­ 
ing of the president. 
1 Secretary Root furnished to the cabi­ 
net a summary of the troops available 
not only in this country, but in Cuba, 
pwii gave it as his opinion that between 
10,000 and 12,000 troops in all could be 
spared for service in China.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 18.—The Chinese 
minister received a disiiatch from the 
minister at London, authenticated by 
Sheng, the imperial inspector of posts 
aud telegraphs at Shanghai and by two 
viceroys, declaring that the foreigners 
in Pekin were safe on July 9, aud were 
receiving the protection of the govern 
ment. 
This is two days after the re 
ported massacre. Minister Wa has laid 
the message before Secretary Hay 
The text of the dispatch received by 
Minister Wu is as follows: 
“The utmost efforts have been made 
to protect foreign ministers who were 
well on the 18m (Chinese calendar cor 
responding to <>ur July 9). If Tien 
Tsin city should be destroyed it would 
be difficult to restore the same in IOO 
yews. 
Request the powers to preserve 
it, as the consequences would affect 
Chinese and foreign commerce. Earl 
Li Hung Chang is transferred to North 
China as viceroy to China and viceroy 
to Old Li. Please transmit this dispatch 
to the ministers at other capitals." 
This dispatch, which is dated July 16 
was signed by Viceroys Liu Kun Yi and 
Chang Chih Tang, of Tanking, and Wu 
Chang respectively, and also by Sheng, 
director of posts and telegraphs at Bhang 
hai. It was addressed to the Chinese 
minister in London and by him trans 
mitred to Minister Wa under July 17 
date. 
In accordance with the request con 
taiued in the cablegram, Minister Wu 
asked Secretary Hay to agree with the 
other powers, to preserve Tien Tsin 
from destruction. 
So far as the United States is con 
cerned, there has been no purpose wan 
tonly to destroy this walled city,although 
the latest news from the scene of action 
indicates that the Walls themselves have 
been battered down and a considerable 
portion of the city destroyed. Mr. Wu 
said afterward that he feared Nile de­ 
struction of the city was little snort of 
complete. 
The minister expressed the most com 
plete confidence in the accuracy of the 
message showing that the foreign min 
isters were well on the 9th inst. When 
a bystander expressed some doubt on 
this subject, Mr. Wa inquired with 
some warmth; 
“ Why is it that you belive the exag­ 
gerated reports from unknown sources, 
aud yet you choose to doubt this report, 
signed by our highest officials aud con­ 
taining inherent evidence of accuracy?” 
The minister went on to show that 
this dispatch contained three distinct 
statements. One of them, the appoint­ 
ment of Ll Hung Chang as viceroy of 


as one ot tne most important ae vt top- 
meats in the entire situation. Chi-Li is 
the great province iii which Pekin is 
located, and is the very heart of the 
Boxer movement, so that the great vice­ 
roy now assumes supreme power at the 
point of greatest danger. 
The state de|>artment officials are anx­ 
ious to accept Wu’h message us accu­ 
rate, but there are some clouds of doubt 
about it. The question naturally arises, 
as it has many times in the past two 
weeks, if the Chinese government can 
communicate in tins way with its repre 
scuta ti vo.s abroad why can it not per­ 
mit the foreign ministers represented to 
be under its protection also to communi­ 
cate with their governments? 
Confirmation of the transfer of Li 
Hung Chang to the north came to the 
state dei#irtmeut not only from Minister 
W ubut in a cablegram from Consul 
General Otxwlnow at Shanghai. It is 
stated that Li Hung Chang has started 
from Canton on his way to Pekin. 
If the viceroy can get into Pekin, he 
also can carry messages to the foreign 
ministers if they are still alive, aud the 
state department as well as the Euro­ 
pean prime ministers may seize the op­ 
portunity to make one more test of the 
truth of the latest rejiorts respecting 
the safety of the legationers. 
L o n d o n , July 18. —William Pritchard 
Morgan, member of parliament for Mer 
thyr Tydvil, July 17, received by cable 
posi tive assurance from a source upon 
which he relied that the British legation 
at Peking was still standing July 9.

Captains Noyes, Brewster and Bookmil- 
ler, Lieutenants Naylor, Lawton, Ham 
moud and Waldron, wounded. 
“The total killed and wounded is re­ 
ported at 775. 
The Russians and Jap­ 
anese lost heavily. 
“Our total loss is reported at 215, 
about 40 being marines, but the num­ 
bers are believed to be exaggerated.

ings hank made a net gain of $155,333 
fcach year in deposits. 
During the IO 
j no-license years the 
annual net gain 
has been $366,654. 
This gain, as an 
analysis of the returns 
shows, 
has 
been chiefly in small deposits of $50 
or less. 
In East Cambridge, the prin­ 
cipal manufacturing section of 
the 
city, the deposits last year were four 
times as large as In the last year of 
license.’ ’’

loon rule and after the saloon was 
driven out: 
“The city of Cambridge, Mass., cel­ 
ebrated on May I its IO years freedom 
from the liquor traffic. ' There 
were 
children’s festivals and public meet­ 
ings, and in all religious services held 
a prominent place. 
A writer in the 
New York Independent gives the fol­ 
lowing facts as to the results of the 
city’s policy: ‘For IO years, 
up 
to 
1880, Cambridge was 
under 
license, 
half of the 
tipie under general law 
and half of the time under local op­ 
tion. Here is a chance to compare IO 
years of license with IO years of no 
license. 
Let us see what the figures 
are: 
From 1870 to 1886 the valuation 
of Cambridge dropped from $62,000,- 
000 In round numbers to $59,000,000. 
In the next IO years it rose to $83,- 
000,000. 
Here is a loss of $3,000,000 
in the license decade, and a gain of 
$21,000,000 in the no-license 
decade. 
If this fact stood alone it would be 
very significant; but it does not stand 
alone. 
In the IO license years the av­ 
erage annual gain in population was 
1,182; in the IO no-license years it has 
been 2,195. 
In the first decade there 
were 151 new houses built annually; 
the average 
the second decade 
has 
been 332. 
The city gets annually In 
taxes on the increased valuation of 
the city under no-license three or four 
times as much as it would get from 
license fees, if it called 
the 
saloon 
back.’ 
“Here are further results as to sav­ 
ing bank deposits: 
‘During 
the 
IO 
years of license the Cambridge 
sav­ 
ings bank made a net gain of $155,333 
i»ach year in deposits. 
During the IO 
no-license years the 
annual net gain 
has been $366,654. 
This gain, as an 
analysis of the returns 
shows, 
has 
been chiefly in small deposits of $50 
or less. 
In East Cambridge, the prin­ 
cipal manufacturing section of 
tho 
city, the deposits last year were four 
times as large as in the last year of 
license.’ ’’

The case against John Barnes and

afternoon, was rem arkable for its con- 
tradiptory evidence, scarcely any two 
of the 20 odd witnesses agreeing upon 
a single point. 
Attorney W. B. Hill, counsel for the 
Barnes, preferred to have his clients 
tried separately, and thought the hus­ 
band the proper party to deal with 
first, and it was decided, leaving Mrs. 
Barnes out of the question for 
the 
time. 
Attorney Hill made a motion that 
the affidavit 
he 
quashed 
on 
the 
grounds that it was indefinite. Motion 
was overruled and the case was pro 
ceeded with. , 
Francis Barnes was the first wit­ 
ness for the prosecution and she said 
the Barnes were not her father 
and 
mother, and that she had been treated 
very badly at their hands. 
On 
last 
Thursday Barnes had 
whipped 
her 
with a strap, cuffed her ears and lock­ 
ed her in the bath room, afterw ards 
letting her out and she rid off 
the 
table, but had no supper. 
W itness 
wore a red calico gown somewhat fad­ 
ed and considerably the worse 
for 
wear, which, she said, being asked the 
question, was all she had to wear ex­ 
cept her serge dress, which was too 
heavy for this kind of weather. 
She 
w ent down to Mrs. Vincent’s 
after 
cleaning away the supper 
and 
was 
given something to eat; had scarcely 
started to eat when Barnes called her 
W itness said she was frightened, but 
did not refuse to go. 
Attorney Kerr, for the prosecution 
became ill at this point and Attorney 
G. M. Thompson took the witness. She 
went back in a half hour, but 
they 
didn’t whip her any more. 
On cross-examination Francis 
said 
It was on Thursday evening she was 
whipped and pushed down the stairs. 
Mrs. Vincent was called. She said 
she knew defendant,

Francis had came to her house Thurs­ 
day afternoon and washed her dishes 
and insisted upon assisting

to permit her to do. 
Mrs. Vincent here started In relat­ 
ing a conversation which she had held 
with the child, to which Attorney Hill 
objected and asked that the jury be 
instructed to disregard such testimony, 
as it was not admissible.

W itness said Barnes tapped on the 
window to a ttrac t attention of F ran ­ 
cis, and th ut when she responded he 
grabbed her and whipped her with a 
stra p aud hit h er on the head, almost 
knocking her down the stairs.

R U L E S FOR V ISIT O R S. 


Section I. \ isltors are reminded that these grounds are sacredly da­ 
wned to the intermpnt of the dead, and a strict observance of all that is 
looper, in a place so dedicated, will be required of all who visit it. 


2. Visitors will be admitted to the cemetery at all times during week 
days. On Sundays no one will be admitted except lot owners or those hav­ 
ing a special ticket. Tickets can be procured at office of the secretary in 
First National bank, or the residence of the superintendent at cemetery. 


3. Every person driving in the cemetery shall be responsible for an/ 
damage done by him or by the animals in his charge. 


4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour and no one is permitted to drive on any of th# 
" a-ks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriages 
will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 


5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the eft- 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad* 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iou o* 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with* 
in the grounds except at military funerals.

IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 


General Assembly of ibe State of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender liy 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sancity by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore* 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishm ent

|t“I hear from a reliable source that 
the Chinese troops and Boxers seized a 
Russian transport vessel latten with 
munitions, near Aigun (on the Amar 
river, about 18 miles from the Russian 
frontier), killing almost the entire Rus­ 
sian escort. 
“They then suddenly attacked and 
bombarded the town of Blagovechensk 
(capital of the Amur government, on 
the Amur river). 
The garrison held 
out bravely, but 
was finally 
over­ 
whelmed. 
Nearly all perished, aud the 
town was burned.” 


It was dec ided "also that the battalion 
of marines, 800 in number, who were to 
have left for the far east at the end of 
the month, should go forward next Sun­ 
day in command of Major Baud a1 ph 
Dickens. 
It is the present purpose of the presi­ 
dent to return to Canton on Thursday 
evening, unless his presence here is 
deemed necessary at that time.

W ash in g ton , July 18.—A special cab­ 
inet meeting was attended by President 
McKinley, Secretary 
Hay, Secretary 
Root, Secretary Long, Secretary Gage 
and Postmaster General Smith. 
Afterward, Secretary lh nit gave out 
the following formal statement of tho 
action of the cabinet: 
“ The president has determined that 
the facts now known to us do not re- 
quire or justify calling an extra session 
of congress. 
Should future develop 
ments indicate that he is unable to do 
what is required with the means uow at 
his command and the action of congress 
is necessary to furnish either men or 
money or authority, he will not hesitate 
to call it together.” 
The decision that au extra session of 
congress was not. demanded by existing 
conditions was the outcome of 
the 
showing which both Secretary Root 
and Secretary Long were able to make 
as to the force that can be thrown into 
Ohina without the authorization of ad­ 
ditional troops by congress, and also 
the decidedly more hopeful feeling en­ 
tertained by the president aud the 
members of his cabinet as to the safety 
of Minister Gouger aud other foreigners 
in Pekin, due to the cable of Minister 
Wn reporting the safety of the minis­ 
ters July 9, two days after their re­ 
ported massacre. 
While this cable is not regarded as 
Conclusive, it is accepted in good faith 
for the present. 
But the administra­ 
tion, it can be definitely stated, has set 
in motion some machinery by which it 
is confidently predicted absolutely au­ 
thentic news as to the fate of our minis­ 
ter and the other foreigners at Pekin 
will be ascertained. 
Through what 
channel the administration expects to 
receive this ull-importuut news is uot 
known, but that definite statement of 
the situation in Pekin is daily, if not 
hourly expected can be stated with the 
utmost positiveness. 
The advices re­ 
nal ven from Pekin probably will bo the 
determining factor in blazing tho future 
course of this government, 
lf Minister 
Gouger has b**«u murdered, an extra 
session of congress seems inevitable. 
The message of Admiral Remey, not­ 
ing the successful fighting at Tien Tsin 
also made the situation more hopeful, 
but the message received by Wu was 
responsible for the really hopeful feel 
lug of the president. 
• Secretary Root furnished to the cabi­ 
net a summary of the troops available 
not only in this country, but in Cuba, 
and gave it as his opinion that between 
10,000 and 12,000 troops in all could be 
spared for service in Ohina.

W a s h i n g t o n , July 18.—The Chinese 
minister received a dispatch from the 
minister at London, authenticated by 
Sheng, the imperial inspector of posts 
aud telegraphs at Shanghai and by two 
viceroys, declaring that the foreigners 
in Pekin were safe on July 9, aud were 
receiving the protection of the govern­ 
ment. 
This is two days after the re­ 
ported massacre. 
Minister Wa has laid 
the message lief ore Secretary Hay 
The text of the dispatch received by 
Minister Wu is as follows: 
“Tho utmost efforts have been made 
to protect foreign ministers who were 
Well on the I en i (Chinese calendar cor­ 
responding to <>ur July 9). 
If Tien 
Tsin city should be destroyed it would 
bo difficult to restore the same in IOO 
years- 
Request tile lowers to preserve 
it, as the consequences would affect 
Chinese and foreign commerce. 
Earl 
Li Hung Chang is transferred to North 
China as viceroy to China aud viceroy 
to Chi Li. Please transmit this dispatch 
to the ministers at other capitals.” 
This dispatch, which is dated July 16, 
was signed by Viceroys Liu Kau Yi aud 
Chang Chih Tang, of Tanking, and Wu 
Chang respectively, and also by Sheng, 
lUreotoraf postsand telegraph sat Shang- 
hai. 
It was addressed to the Chinese 
minister in London and by him trans- 
mi tied to Minister Wu under July 17 
date. 
In accordance with the request con 
taiued iii the cablegram, Minister Wu 
asked Secretary Hay to agree with tile 
other powers, to preserve Tien Tsin 
from destruction. 
So far as the United States is con­ 
cerned, there has been no purpose wan­ 
tonly to destroy this walled city,although 
the latest news from the scene of action 
indicates that the Walls themselves have 
been haltered down aud a considerable 
portion of the city destroyed. 
Mr. Wu 
said afterward that he feared v,he de­ 
struction of the city was little mort of 
complete. 
The minister expressed the most com­ 
plete confidence in the accuracy of the 
message showing that the foreign min­ 
isters were well on the 9th inst. 
When 
a bystander expressed some doubt on 
this subject, Mr. Wa inquired with 
some warmth; 
“ Why is it that you belive the exag 
geratod reports from unknown sources. 
and yet you choose to doubt this report, 
sigued by our highest officials and con­ 
taining inherent evidence of accuracy?” 
The minister wont on to show that 
this dispatch contained three distinct 
statements. 
One of them, the appoint­ 
ment of Li Hung Chang as viceroy of 


as one or tne most important Develop- 
ments in the entire situation. 
Chi-Li is 
the great province iii which Pekin is 
located, and is the vdry heart of the 
Boxer movement, so that the great vice­ 
roy now assumes supreme power at the 
point of greatest danger. 
The slate department officials are anx­ 
ious to accept Wu’s message as accu­ 
rate, but there are some clouds of doubt 
about it. 
The question naturally arises, 
as it has many times in the past two 
weeks, if the Chinese government can 
communicate in this way with its repre­ 
sentatives abroad why can it uot per­ 
mit the foreign ministers represented to 
be under its protection also to communi­ 
cate with their governments? 
Confirmation of the transfer of Li 
Hung Chang to the north came to the 
state department not only from Minister 
VVu but iii a cablegram from Consul 
General Goodnow at Shanghai. 
It is 
stated that JA Hung Chang has started 
from Canton on his way to Pekin. 
If the viceroy can get into Pekin, he 
also can carry messages to the foreign 
ministers if they are still alive, aud the 
state department as well as the Euro­ 
pean prime ministers may seize the op­ 
portunity to make one more test of the 
truth of the latest reports respecting 
tile safety of the legationers. 
L o nd on, July 18. — William Pritchard- 
Morgan, member of parliament for Mer 
thyr Tydvil, July 17, received by cable 
positive assurance from a source upon 
which he relied that the British legation 
at Peking was still standing July 9.

“The city and forts noware in the 
hands of the allies. 
Admiral Seymour 
has returned to the fleet.

L in c o ln , July 18 —Wm. J. Bryan’s 
attention was called to the fact that 
some anti-imperialist had announced 
they would be opposed to him on ac 
count of the silver plank in the plat 
form and he was asked as to whether 
this fact would seriously affect the anti 
imperialist vote. 
He said: 
“ Several gold standard opponents of 
imperialism have already aor on need 
their intention to support the Demo­ 
cratic ticket, although the anti-imperi­ 
alistic league has uot acted officially.
